Greely, U. S. chief signal Iffieers and 
Dr. A. E. Kennally president of the 
American institute of electrical en- 
gineers participated in the discussion. 


Mr. T. E. Hughes o fthis city em- 


phasized the military and strategic 
necessity. He astlmated the cost for 
7750 nautical miles at $10,000,000, re- 
quiring an earning capacity of $925,000 
a year. The cable tolls of the war de- 
partment alone, however, waa pointed 
out to have averaged the monthly rate 
of more than $825,000 a year and at a 
current rates the projected cable need 
be In operation less than ene hour a 
day to earn $925,000. General

said "the cable experiences W the war 
department in connection ulth the re- 
lief of the legations at Pekin point 
clearly to the tremendous disadvan- 
tages under which the United States 
without cable facilities would labor in 
case of an extended war in the east.

HAD NARROW ESCAPE 


Boers Held Prayer Meeting After British 


Retreat and Queen's Men Heard 


the Hymnsf 


Johannesburg-, Dec. 18—Details of the 


defeat of the British at HoolTsedacht 
indicate that Clements' entire force had 
a narrow escape from capture. 


The Boer plans were upiendidly laid. 
If the main Britsih line had tarriet^ 


longer there would have been complete 
success for the Boers, -who exposed 
themaeives undauntedly. 


Their rushes were omjr stemmed by 


the arttiieoar. 


After the British retreat the Boeis 


held a prayer meeting and hymns were 
heard by the flying British- 


Cape Town, Dec. 18—The Boers who 


crossed the Orange river into Cape Col- 
ony, 
west of Aliwal North, Saturday, 


encountered the Cape Rifles and Bra. 
bant's force, who retired with loss. 


Argument of Attorney 


enral Grigp Before 


Supreme Court 


Washing-ton, Dec? 18—The argument 


of the Porto Rican and Philippine cases 
began today before the supreme court. 


Attorney General Grisgs argued for 


the government. 


The last feature of the argument was 


a contention that the constitution does 
not extend of its own force over ac- 
quired territory, and in this connec. 
tion the attorney general sought to re- 
fute the doctrine as laid down by Chief 
Justice Taney in the Dred Scott case, 
that the United States could not ac- 
quire territory for any other purpose 
than to convert it 'into states ef the 
union, 


"The doctrine of the ex proprjo vigor* 


extension of the constitution was never 
heard of," he said, "until It was- In. 
vented and advocated by Calhoun as 
a means of fastening slai>4nr uson 
California and New Mexico beyond the 
powers of congre»s to disturb or abol- 
ish it. It war in conflict with all Hie. 
vious views of statesmen of all parties, 
and opposed to the compact in the or- 
dinance of 1787, as well as to th« act of 
congress known as the Missouri com- 
promise." 


The doctrine announced In the Dred 


Scott decision was, said Mr- Gri^s. 
not original with Chief Justice Taney, 
but was originated by John C- Calhoun 
and pronounced by him during the dis- 
cussion of the Wilmot proviso of 1847. 


This doctrine had been tacitly ignored 


and repudiated in later opinions and 
in congressional action, 'to say nothing 
of the effect uoon it of" the result of 
the Civil war. 


Indeed, said the attorney general, in 


the laniruage of Professor Pomeroy, 
the Dred Scott decision had become 
"a by-word and a hissing." 


In conclusion Mr- Griggs submitted 


that the Judgments in the lower courts 
in both cases violate no constitutional 
or other right and therefore should be 
affirmed

ey and Mason occupied the time of the 
executive session of the senate yester- 
day In making speeches upon the Ilay- 
Pauncefote treaty, and when Mr. Ma- 
sou, who WM the last speaker, conclud- 
ed, Senator Lodge renewed his request 
to take a. vote next Thursday. 


No Tolce was raised in opposition, and 


the unanimous agreement was recorded. 
The understanding'IB that voting shall 
be on the amendments at 3 o'clock, and 
that the senate Khali continue in session 
until the first rote on th« treaty itself 
ii reached. 


Senator Money'* speech was a fiat 


protest against the entire proceeding in 
connection with the treaty. He talked 
for two hours, contending for the right 
of the United State* to act lii this mat- 
ter independently of other nations. 


Senator Mason spoke in support of 


otir right to defend the waterway in 
concise and forcible terms. 
He cor- 


rected at the outset the impression that 
in his effort to hare the treaty amended 
he is seeking to antagonize the admin- 
istration. 
He then proceeded to make 


his argument for the right to defend the 
canil, if this country constructed it 
with its own money. He did not con- 
sider that Great Britain should under- 
take to say what we should do In the 
matter. 
While he considered the conn- 


try in the "seer and yellow leaf,'1 he 
thought that we should deal with It 
as we would either the weakest na- 
tion or the strongest. In conclusion, lie 
urged the senate to protect all the nat- 
ural rights of the nation. 


The senate in executive session yes- 


terday agreed to give Us adhesion to th« 
convention te regulate the importation 
of intoxicating liquors into certain re. 
gione of Africa. 


Under suspension of the rales, tha 


house yesterday passed bills to divide

Mrs. Leonora Lako spoke to a large 


•udience at the Columbia theater last 
evening on total abstinence, and waa j 
warmly welcomed to the city by the F. 
M. T. A. societj. whose guest she was. 
The influence of her address was shown 
at its conclusion, when a number took 
the pledge given by her, and received 
F. M. T. A. medals. The meeting In 
the theater was followed by a banquet 
which was attended by about 200, and 
at which Mrs. Lake again spoke briefly 


Mrs. 
Lake spoke with the alune elo- 


quence that characterized her address 
in Blackinton a few night* ago, but 
caused somthing of a' sensation by 
breaking away from the topic of total 
abstinence long enough to speak very 
forcibly about the duty of voters in to- 
day's election. She urged her hearers 
to speak against the saloons at the 
polls, laying the responsibility for 
every drunkard that was made in lecal 
saloons on those who for the Bake of 
the license fees voted to. allow 
the 


saloons to exist here. 


The opening chorus was given by the 


F. M. T. A. glee club, the solo part 
being sung by Michael Fox. President 
James Bradley of the society presided, 
and «cmgs were given by Thomas Quinn 
Miss Agnes Ryan, and Joseph Hunter, 
who was given »n encore. President 
Bradley then introduced Mrs. Lake, 
who was received with applause. Mrs. 
Lake said that although the subject 
was an old one, it was one of those 
which would remain ever new until it 
was finally settled. She said in sub- 
stance: 


We should prepare the 
way for 


those who are to come after us. I am 
a total abstainer because God de- 
mand* it. He gave to man power and 
intelligence and a soul. How can we 
expfcct to face that God when in this 
life we have gone on drinking to excess 
and dissipating. I am a total ab- 
staner because the drink habit is one 
of the worst of evils. The aober man is 
a pure man. The sober man loves his 
family. What is there on God's foot- 
stool that crushes man more than 
strong drink 
Any boy ton the »treet 


can tell you of the curse of drhik. 


If there were no moderate drinkers I 


there 
would be no drunkards. Th-i 


moderate drinkers are the one* I want 
to get at. If you have the strength, 
why don't you leave it alone?' Why sjre^ 
some men weak? The different charac- 
teristics of the parents and generations 
before left many of u» weak. A child 
of a drunkard Inherits a weak will and 
a weakness not to resist temptation. '• 


Christ said, "Lore thy neighbor as 


thyself." This is the roet t>f the ques- 
tion. Toil men of North Adam*, when 
you put a saJecm in this city, know it 
is not there for Its health nor philan- 
trophy. It wa« for money. When you 
learn to love your neighbor as yourself 
there will not be So many saloons un- 
der tha jurisdiction .of the American 
flag. 


Whiskey is not beneficial as a food 


tn- a. medicine. No man ever started to 
be a drunkard. He starts as a moder- 
ate drinker and the appetite becomes 
so strong that he cannot resist, ar.cl 
he becomes a drunkard. I have only 
pity and prayer for the saloonkeepers. 
If you have any goad saloonkeepers In 
North Adams I am sorry for them. 
They are m bad company. 


Tomorrow is the day that you decide 


whether you are in company with them 
or not. If it was not for the money of 
the saloons you would not let one'fn 
your city. I believe as W. J. Bryan 
does, that there are some moral ques- 
tions that should not be settled on the 
dollar basis. I am not here to talk poli- 
tics, but Christian citizen «hlp. Are you 
doing your duty when you 
do not 


speak on this question through the bal- 
lot box? 


We should show good example to the 


young growing up. Temperance men 
are better than others. They give ex- 
ample to other men around them. The 
temperance men are banded together 
for a good cauae and working together 
against drinking customs. If one man 
becomes a drunkard next year in vc-rjh 
Adams if you by your voles tomorrow 
give him that privilege for eensidera-.

LocaQ stockholders received letters 


yesterday from Chicago, announcing 
that the Alaskan 
Bonanza, mJnine, 


trading and transportation company, 
of which G. B. Moore »f Pitt«ft»ld wa* 
president, has been reorganized 
and 


has passed into the hands of a con- 
cern known as the Consolidated Alask.' 
an company. Much local lnt»r»st at. 
taches to this as a great deal of Bsrk- 
shire caoital !s invested. 


It is alleged by the management of 


the new company that the affairs of 
the old were *o conducted as not to be 
profitable, aJthough it ie stated «m. 
phatioally that the good intentions of 
Mr. Moor* and his desire to do rljrht 
wer* beyond j question. Howitver, It is 
added that certain errors of Judgment 
on his part rendered 
reorganization 


imperative; in order t» fortify «tock- 
holdftrs against loss. 


The new com:»any, it is stated, starts 


with a clean sheet, having acquired all 
of the former company's mining prop- 
erty in and about Nom«, with the in. 
tentiwn to w*rt: the sam« the coming 
season and to produce therefrom in 
very considerable quantities the gold 
which is known to be in them. 


Moore only rec-ntly has be«n writing 


letters of a rosy character, telling of 
the possibilities later on, and yet there 
has been a lurking fear ever since the 
police intsfere-nce with the company 
some months aro In Chicago that the 
Berkshire m»n have been taken in to 
some extent. Borne «f the shrewdest 
business men of the ceunty were the 
subjects »f Moore's solteitatien and1 
Invested quite largely in the company. 


President Moore's wife and family 


are yet at Plttsfleia, the wife being 
left at home by Moore when he went 
away to sell stock to persons -who de 
sired t» buy. It is not at air probable 
that any further money will go into th» 
new company from Berkshire, although 
there will be little difficulty in getting 
the exchange of bonds for stock. 


The explosion is not unexueeted in 


business circlts locally, on the con. 
trary it has been lookeu for for som* 
time. Some o? Moore'3 friends say the 
whole plan from the start when h» was 
elected president was to get him to 
Alaska and th»n abandon the comcany 
to which Moor* devoted a great deal 
ot time, and, !t IB said.h» put Into the 
concern what little savings h« had-

PLANNING RELIEF WORK 


Methods by Which Charity Orotniiatian 


Seaiety Will Accomplish Purpose 


It is probable that it will be some 


little time before the new charity or- 
ganization society will be In shape to do 
all that is hoped tor it, although th« 
executive committee has began the 
work by chosing a superintendent, as 
reported in yesterday's issue. After 
the election of the superintendent yes- 
terday afternoon, there was consider- 
able discussion of the way in which the 
work should bt carried on, and it was 
evident that the work of the society 
must be largely a growth, dependent 
on local condition* as they are met by 
such an organisation, and governed by 
the experience of the officers. 


It was practically decided that there 


should be 28 district visitor*, four in 
each ward, this being the most conve- 
nient method of districting the city at 
present. These visitors wilt b* chosen 
so far a* possible at the next meeting 
of the executive committee. 


Just how the work trill develop can- j 


not be foretold, but the visitors will be ' 
expected to bucome acquainted with the 
needs of their localities, to keep track 
of the casM requiring aid, and to in- 
vestigate thoroughly the conditions. 
Tor the most part, the assistance 
given will not be In th« form *f money, 
but In the form of advice In regard to 
household economy, and aid in ••cur- 
ing work. Even those who have ac- 
cepted office in the society are surprised 
at th» amount which may be done IB 
this direction, and the officers have al- 
ready begun to meet many east* where 
the only desire is for the opportunity 
to work. When the work of the society 
is fairly started It is the hope to have 
lists of those who have work to offer, 
and of those who wish work, conduct- 
ing a kind of temporary employment 
agency. 


An office will be secured In some 


place where desk rcVom can be had for 
a time each day without expense, and 
the superintendent 
will have office 


hours, when she will be able to 
meet those wishing aid and the district 
workers. Until th« office U secured 
and the district visitors appointed, lit- 
tle can be done in th« way of practical 
work. This will probably b» In about 


j two weeks. 


The district visitors will hold fre- 


quent meetings, when the cases will be 
discussed and plans made for their re- 
lief. The good results of such organi- 
zation of the work of charity for the 
city has already been made apparent 
by the discovery of one case of impo- 
sition through the talking over of 
cases. 


It is also probable that the superin- 


tendent o-f the Pittsfleld home work 
union will be able, when the work here 
begins, to offer many suggestions based 
on her work in Pittsfleld. 


When the society has Its work well 


started, people of the city will be 
asked not to give aid to strangers, but 
te refer them to the society's officers, 
and to co-operate with the society 
wherever possible.

Articln in This City 


F, L. Band has invented an oil burn- 


ei to be used in stoves, and any one in. 
terested may *ee one in operation at 
his ofBc* on Ashland street. What Mr. 
"Band considers a decided advantage 
ic his burner over other kinds is that 
he uses «empTvss*a air for feeding the 
oil to the burner instead of th« gravity 
system, which is commonly used, al- 
though his burner can be used with 
the gravity system 
if so 
desired. 


With 3. pump such as is used for bi- 
cycles Mr. Rand puts a pressure on the 
oil tank which gives a steady feed and 
one that can be perfectly regulated. 
The burner converts the oil into n;as 
and a rousing fire can be maintained at 
an expense of tvro cents an hour, ac, 
cording to tha claims of th.s inventor. 
This is not claimed to be cheacer than 
coal when a continuous fii-e is wanted 
but much cheaper when a fire is to be 
used only occasionally-
